Not Enough Co-operation Given 
to Yankee Merchants in Push- 
ing Our Goods Over 
the Globe.

Washington, D. C., June 13.—[{Special.]—In 
the language of Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Nagel, he is searching for the “‘ miss- 
ing link’ between the government and com- 
merce. 

By the direction of President Taft the sec- 
retary is making a thorough investigation, 
coupled with the reorganization of his de- 
partment, for the purpose of developing the 
trace interests of the United States at home 
and abroad and also to promote the most cor- 
dial relations between capital and labor. 

As the first step.if this direction a con- 
ference will be held by Secretary Nagel this 
week with the representatives of the na- 
tional council of commerce, an organization 
created by Oscar S. Straus when he was sec- 
retary of commerce and labor, and which 
comprises the various chambers of com- 
merce of the country. As a result of these 
conferences, a comprehensive plan involving 
administrative reforms and legislative 
enactments will be laid before the president 
for executive action and a recommendation 
to congress. 

At recent cabinet meetings the president 
has been impressing upon all of those secre- 
taries whose departments have to do with 
commercial and industrial affairs the imper- 
ative need of codperation and development 
for the purpose of expanding the business of 
the United States. 


Taft Anxious to Boost U. S. Prestige. 

So far as the foreign end of the administra- 
tion’s policy in this connection is concerned 
the president has given striking evidence of 
his interest by the insistence he has shown 
in seeking to obtain a portion of a Chinese 
railroad loan for American bankers. Prob- 
ably he will fail, but his efforts will cause the 
consideration of American participation in 
future loans arranged by the celestial empire 
and thus a blow will be delivered against 
the policy of exclusive privileges pursued 
by the European states. 

At a cabinet meeting last week Secretary 
of State Knox incidentally mentioned that he 
had received a message from Rio de Janeiro 
announcing that Brazil was about to float a 
small foreign loan. Had this information 
been promptly communicated to bankers in 
Chicago “4 New York it is likely they would 
have secu le bus . but through the 
observance of a great mass of red tape which 
prevails in the government affairs an excel- 
lent chance was lost for making a solid in- 
vestment and extending the influence and 
prestige of the American government. 

Similarly the state department was advised 
of an industrial contract which a foreign 
government proposed to make, but the fail- 
ure to get the information to interested firms 
and the activity of Germany asa result of its 
spiendid governmental commercial system, 
resulted in the contract going toa Teutonic 
company. 


Wants More Prompt Communication. 

President Taft wants this changed. Already 
by his direction a prompter communication 
of information to the department of com- 
merce and labor has been arranged. Buta 
mere concentration of information ina single 
c€epartment is not enough. Some change 
must be provided for putting the information 
instantly into the hands of financiers and 
business men who will be disposed to take 
advantage of it without a moment's delay. 

Germany and other progressive trade coun- 
tries have been observing for some yearsa 
plan whereby the chambers of commerce 
of their respective territories have semi- 
official standing and thus are brought into 
intimate relations with the gov- 
@rnment. The constitution of the United 
States does not grant to federal authority 
any such control over, or empower it to 
give such comprehensive assistance to, 
chambers of commerce, which primarily are 
Municipal or state organizations, 

Mr. Straus when secretary of commerce 
and labor sought to overcome this grave 
obStacle by the creation of a national council 
of commerce. This organization has been 
given offices in the department of commerce 
and labor and it has access to all the consular 
reports, and other information received by 
the government. 

During April a quarterly meeting of the 
executive committee of the council occurred 
in the office of Secretary Nagel, when there 
Was an exchange of satisfactory assurances, 
but now, as Mr. Nagel expressed it, the time 
has come to talk business, to devise some 
practical way by which the government and 
counci! may attain the objects of the latter's 
Organization, 


Secretary to Reorganize Helpers. 

THE TRIBUNE has referred to the plan of 
Mr. Nagel to consolidate the bureaus of 
Manufactures and statistics, the work of 
which overlaps, but it has become apparent 
that a further step is desirable in order to 
make the consolidation more effective in its 
relation to the national council of commerce. 
It announces also that in the interests of 
efficiency Mr. Nagel intends to reorganize 
the personnel of his department and a num- 
ber of transfers will be made this week. 

Mr. Nagel does not believe that adequate 
returns are being received by the govern- 
Ment for the appropriation of $40,000 made 
annually to dispatch abroad special agents 
to obtain information desired by trade. In 
the first place, these special agents usually 
are ordered to make an inquiry into the con- 
ditions in a single industry, which gives rise 
to a charge of favoritism. In the second 
place, the inquiry is more or less superficial. 
In the third place, the value of the acquaint- 
&@nces which the special agent makes is lost 
80 far as the government is concerned by 
his early withdrawal and the assignment to 
duty in some other country. 

The disadvantages unquestionably wil! re- 
sult in the abolition of the present system, 
and the adoption of that in use abroad. That 
is to say the administration will endeavor to 
Obtain the eonsent of congress to the appoint- 
ment of commercial attachés who will per- 
mManently be assigned to duty in foreign capi- 
tals. Three or four of these will be sent to 
Central and South America and a half dozen 
or so to Europe, China, and Japan. These

Des Moines, Ia., June 13.—[Special.]— 
Capt. John C, Raymond, troop B, Second 
United States cavairy, was perhaps fatally 
wounded and two noncommissioned officers 
shot by Corporal Lisle Crabtree this after- 
noon at Fort Des Moines. Crabtree then at- 
tempted suicide. The shooting followed a 
refusal of Crabtree’s request that he be 
transferred to another regiment after Capt. 
Raymond had rebuked him for overstaying 
leave of absence from the fort. Crabtree is 
thought to have peen mentally deranged. 

Corporal Crabtree was overpowered by 
soldiers who heard the shots and rushed into 
tbe harracks in time to prevent him 
from making his escape. Crabtree, although 
shot near the heart, is expected to recover. 

Army officers say the occurence is without 
a parallel in annals of the United States 
army with the exception of the shooting of 
Capt. Calvert in the Philippines by a negro 
private under his command. 

The shooting is greatly deplored by the 
soldiers because of the popularity of Capt. 
Raymond and the prompt recognition with 
which his orders have been met. 


Fails to Report on Time. 

Crabtree had been given a leave of ab- 
sence last night to visit in the city. He was 
expected to return to the barracks at 7:30 
o’clock this morning. It was noted at that 
hour that he was missing. At noon he had 
not appeared and it was not unti} during the 
afternoon that his presence was reported to 
Capt. Raymond. 

The corporal was summoned before the 
captain for an explanation and stated that 
he belliewed he had been granted a leave 
of absence good until 7:30 o’ciock this even- 
ing. 

Capt. Raymond agreed to accept the expla- 
nation when the corporal asked that he be 
reduced to the ranks. The captain was 
surprised at this request, but replied that he 
would make a recommendation to this effect 
to the commandant if the corporal really de- 
sired it. 

Capt. Raymond had considered the incident 
closed when Crabtree then insisted that he 
be transferred to some other department of 
the army. Capt. Raymond refused to heed 
this suggestion, telling the corporal that he 
‘‘fould not do so as long as he was not a 
good soldier.”’ 


Pulls Out Revolver; Starts Firing. 

Crabtree immediately pulled a revolver 
from his pocket and began firing. Sergt 
Washburn grappled with the corporal, re- 
ceiving a bullet in the hand and one in the 
jaw which shattered the bone: Capt. Ray- 
mond hed seized the man’s arm and was 
about to disarm him when a bullet struck him 
in the neck, lodging in the spine, and he 
dropped to the floor paralyzed. 

A bullet struck Corporal Such in the left 
arm. Crabtree then fired @ bullet into his 
own body. 

Corporal Vayo leaped through a window, 
taking screen and glass before him, threw 
Crabtree into a corner, then leaped upon him. 
Quartermaster Sergetant Gareky and Ser- 
geant Rieker, who were in a room adjoining 
the shooting, helped to disarm Crabtree, who 
was severely beaten before he could be bound 
hand and foot. 

Surgeons promptly attended the wounded 
captain and moved him to Mercy hospital in 
Des Moines, where an X ray examination 
determined the fact that paralysis will re- 
sult even if he lives. He was too weak to 
permit of an operation to locate the bullet 
and the operation was deferred until tomor- 
row. 

Search for Arms Reveals Wounds. 

Crabtree walked under the escort of a 
heavy guard to the guardhouse, and it was 
only when his captors stripped him to search 
him for weapons that it was discovered that 
he was wounded. The bullet had ngrrowly 
missed his heart. Surgeons say that unless 
septic poisoning results he will live. Wash- 
burn’s jawbone was broken and his right 
hand was pierced by the same bullet, but 
he will recover. He ran to the hospital grip- 
ping his right wrist with his left hand to min- 
{mize the loss of blood. Corporal Such was 
also taken to the hospital. 

Capt. Raymond is a native of New York 
and is a member of one of the leading mili- 
tary families in the country. He is married 
and has two children. He was graduated 
from West Point in 1887, having been promi- 
nent in baseball and track teame there. 

He served in the Philippines with his regi- 
ment, returning to America and Fort Des 
Moines two years ago. His father, Brig. 
Gen. Charles W. Raymond of the engineers 
corps, was in charge of harbor improvements 
along the Deleware river until his reirement 
about ten years ago. His brother, Maj. Rob- 
ert Raymond, is in the engineering corps. 


Court Martial Faces Corporal. 
Crabtree is still in charge of the army offi- 
cers and mayhbe tried by court martial. He 
has been in ite regiment about a year, hay- 
ing enlisted/at the close of his service in 
the marines. His Home ig at Tyrone, Pa. 
Members of the troop and officers who in- 
vestigated the shooting say that Crabtree 
was either temporarily insane or intoxicated 
to such an extent that he was not responsi- 
ble for his actions. He is said to have told 
the surgeon who attended him In the guard 
nouse that he had gone to barracks with 
intention of killing two or three people and 


then slaying himself.

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HONEST 49 YEARS:-ARRESTED 


Jewelry Dealer, Onee Notorious, 
Accused of Picking Pockets. 


Principal in Jean Valjean Story 
Blames Charity for Plight. 


The story of a Jean Valjean such as is rare- 
ly found outside of novels is to be thoroughly 
investigated by the next grand jury under 
the direction of State’s Attorney Wayman. 
The story is woven about Abraham Rosen- 
thal, alias “ Absent Abe,”’ who admits that 
thirteen years ago he was one of the best 
known pickpockets in the country, but con- 
tends that he reformed twelve years and 
eleven months ago. 

Last week Rosenthal was arrested by De- 
tectives McShane and Egan of the Maxwell 
street station on the charge of picking the 
pocket of James Dinkelman, a collector, of 
more than $400. At the station Rosenthal 
showed bank books in which more than $30,- 
000 was recorded. He also pleaded innocence 
of the charge made against him and declared 
his arrest was a lamentable error. 

Dinkelman and the conductor of a Four- 
teenth street car nevertheless indentified 
him as the man who had committed the rob- 
bery. Then Rosenthal told his story in de- 


tail. 

Love of a Woman His Redemption. 
He said he was formerly a “gun” anda 
“dip,” those names applying to the shrewd- 
est class of criminals who ever operated in 
this country, and that until thirteen years 
ago he was known among “dips” as the 
lightest fingered adventurer of them all. 
Then he dropped suddenly out of sight. 

A woman, he said, was the cause of 
his disappearance from the pickpocket 
field. He said that he found her in Chi- 
cago, married her, formed a resolution that 
he never again would commit a dishonest 
act, and decided that he would go into a 
legitimate business and try to bulld up a 
little home for himself and family. 

He said he went out to North Chicago and 
opened a shoemaking shop. He didn't 
know much about the business so he lost all 
the money he had. Thén the baby came and 
more money was needed. At this time, he 
said, he was tempted to revert to his old 

“ business.” But the thoughts of the wife 
and baby saved him. 


Prospers in Orient and Mexico. 
About that time war was declared between 
the United States and Spain. Rosenthal bor- 
rowed money and took his wife and child to 
Manila. Previously, however, he had bought 
a small outfit of jewelry. He landed in the 
Philippines with $10 gold. But he started to 
work and ina few days he had sold his entire 
stock of jewelry to the natives and the sol- 
diers. He sent for more jewelry and in a 
short time he had several hundred dollars 
For two years he and his family , which had 
increased two members, remained in Manila. 
Then they returned to Chicago, for the jewel- 
ry business had practically “played out.” The 
former pickpocket obtained another stock of 
jewelry from the wholesale firm of Gordon & 
Morrison. During the thirteen years in 
which Rosenthal says he has been “ on the

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ential friends. While in the City of Mexico 
he was initiated as a member of a Masonic 
lodge, he said. In his new life, he said, he 
had almost forgotten he ever had been a 
“gun” and a “ dip.” 


Troubles Begin with Charity. 


In one of his trips to Chicago, Rosenthal 
said one day he met two men who had known 
him in his old days. They were known as 
“Whitey” and “Joe.” Rosenthal men- 
tioned he was leading an honest life and sell- 
ing jewelry in Mexico, whereupon ‘“‘Whitey "’ 
asked him if he would gp to the penitentiary 
in Mexico and |ook up a notorious “ dip’”’ 
charged with stealing $5,000 from a bank in 
Monterey. 

**I did not want to get mixed up with these 
people,”’ said Rosenthal yesterday, “ but I 
promised to help if I had a chance. §8o I 
hunted the man and found him in the peni- 
tentiary. His condition was pitiful. The 
Mexican officials had tortured him by pull- 
ing his finger nails out in order to get him 
to confess to the robbery. His mother, who 
was 75 years old, was in the city and she was 
destitute, 

“TI told him I would do everything possible 
to help him. I obtained a place for his moth- 
er to live comfortably and I attempted to get 
a hearing for him from the Mexican courts. 
But I was called back to Chicago. Before l 
left he cried and thanked me, then asked me 
to deliver a letter to a certain detective here 
who was friendly to him. That was where 
my real trouble began. : 


Says He Felt “Forever Disgraced.” 

“]T went to a saloon on the west gide where 
I knew I coyld find the detectivé’s address. 
They told me to come back the next morning, 
that he would bethereatthattime. I left my 
residence at Sangamon and Maxwell streets 
about 7 o’clock in the morning and went over 
to my brother-in-law's leather store on Hal- 
sted street. At 9 o'clock, the time they told 
me to call at the saloon, I appeared and was 
immediately arrested. 

‘It was the first time in thirteen years. I 
felt I was forever disgraced. They took me 
to Maxwell street station where a man 
pointed me out and said: * That's the man, all 
right.’ Then they brought in the conductor 
of the street car on which the man had been 
robbed. He also agreed I was the man who 
picked the pocket. I was placed in a celland 
kept there for several hours.” 


Detective’s Story of Arrest. 
“Two other detectives and myself arrest- 
ed Rosenthal in the house of a pickpocket 
on the west side,”” said Detective McShane. 
“ After his identification by Dinkleman and 
the street car conductor, we found his picture 
in the bureau of identification. It had been 
taken thirteen years before at Milwaukee, 

where he was arrested on suspicion.”

Jewelry Man Expires in Taxicab 
at Beginning of Trip. 


WIFE WITH HIM AT THE END 


New Yorker Seized with Heart Attack 
on Ferry; Soon Succumbs. 


New York, June 13.—{Special.]—While on 
his way to Philadelphia with a $20,000 dia- 
mond necklace for a customer of Tiffany & 
Co., George W. Barrett of Tiffany's ship- 
ping department was stricken with a heart 
attack today and died in a taxicab. 

The attack seized him as he was sitting in 
a ferry boat of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company’s Twenty-third street line, and he 
expired soon after being lifted into the cab, 
which was to have taken him to a hospital. 

Barrett was accompanied by his wife, and ° 
the tragic ending of their trip completely un- 
nerved her, so that she had to be placed 
under a physician’s care. 

The order for the necklace reached the 
Tiffany firm by telegraph on Saturday, and 
Barrett decided to take it to Philadelphia 
himself and reach home by night. 


Seized with Dizziness on Car. 

They intended to take the 10 o'clock train. 
On their way to the ferry:in a trolley car Bar- 
rett was seized with\a slight dizziness, but 
soon recovered from that and against his 
wife's Judgment insisted on proceeding to 
Philadelphia. 

On reaching the ferryboat Barrett and his 
wife went to the upper deck. They had been 
sitting there ten minutes when Barrett sud- 
denly gasped, placed his hand at his heart, 
and toppled over on the seat. The leather cage 
containing the $20,000 necklace which Bar- 
rett was carrying under his arm tumbled to 
the floor. 

Mrs. Barrett in great alarm called for help 
and several men sitting near rushed to her 
husband's side. He was breathing heavily 
as they carried him from the ferryboat. Mrs. 
Barrett picked up the leather case and hur- 
ried out with the party. . 

As Barrett was placed in a taxicab orders 
were given the chauffeur to proceed to the 
New York hospital. Mrs, Barrett took her 
place alongside her husband. 


Leans Against Seat and Dies. 

The taxicab had gone only half a block 

when Barrett, who had been leaning back 
against the seat, breathed his last. Mrs. 
Barrett frantically stroked his hand as he 
expired.- Instead of going to the hospital the 
chauffeur was told to proceed to the West 
Seventeenth street police station. — 
There a hurried summons was sent to the 
New York hospital and Dr. McClure re- 
sponded. Finding his services of no avail, 
the physician telephoned to the coroner's 
office and soon permission was given to re- 
move the body to the Barrett home.

Dr. Johnston Myers Hurls New 
Shots and the Professor’s 

Champions Defend His ee 

Latest Book. Bes 


The eyes of the church world are centered 
this morning on a little meeting in Steinway 
hali which will determine whether Prof. 
George Burman Foster of the University of 
Chicago shall be expelled from the Baptist 
ministers’ conference of Chicago and will 
pass opinion on whether he should resign his 
membership‘in the Baptist church and sur- 
render his ordination papers. 

For his utterances in his latest book, “ The 
Function of Religion,” he is to he impaled 
before the ministers’ conference by the critics 
who during the last month have denounced . 
him as a non-Baptist and a non-Christian. 
The motion made a week ago for his ex- 
pulsion from the conference will be heard. 
It will be argued and voted upon. 


Pulpits Thunder Criticisms. 
Sunday brought forth more of the thunder- 
ous criticism of the pedagogue’s writings 
that has been rumbling with increasing 
strength during the last week since an effort 
to oust him summarily from the ministers’ 
conference was made. He continued his at- 
tituge of standing by the published expression 
of his opinions with an essertion that the 
majority of the ministers would rally to his 
support 

The Rev. Johnston Myers of the Immanuel 
Baptist church, maker of the motion to ex- 
pel the professor, and the Rev. W. A. Mat- 
thews, author of the criticism of “ The Func- 
tion of Religion’’ which preceded the mo- 
tion. continued their attacks on him, while 
from a dozen pulpits came expressions of 
opinion that both agreed and clashed with 
theirs. 

Dr. Myers was more firm than ever in his 
declaration that he would fight his battle te 
the end. <, 


Myers Demands Expulsion. 

“T shall demand his expulsion from the 
conference,”’ he asserted. “I shall demand 
that he resign from the Hyde Park Baptist 
church. I shall demand that he surrender 
his ordination papers. I shall demand that ne 
he sever all relationship with the Baptlg® |. - 
church. He ts not a Baptist. He is not a ~ 
Christian.”’ isles 

This statement of his intentions was 
in addition te the scathing words fe hai 
at Prof. Foster ¢uring his evening serm 
on the text, “I am set for a defense of t 
gospel.” His morning service was gi pa oy 
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to the exercises of children's day, but 
lack of an opportunity to tel) his congrega- 
tion his opinion of his opponent was more 
than compensated for by his giving his entire 
evening sermon to the subject. 

Dr. Matthews’ chief shot during the day 
was the preparation of a list of ten reasons 
in suppert of his contention that Prof. Foster 
should leave the Baptist church, which are 
to be used in this morning's meeting. 


Ten Blows Aimed at Professor. 
They were as follows: 
1. Because he openly violates that part of the 
Baptist church covenant which he vowed to > 
maintain, namely, that he would “ sustain the 4 
worship, ordinances, discipline, and doctrine of a 
the Baptist church.”

thoughts, creeds, and opinions, hand clapping 
became contagious and immediately the 
house was ringing with evidences of approval 
which are rare if not unprecedented in a 
temple of worship. 

Interest was visibly tense and sympathetic 
throughout the lecture, and on its conclusion 
vager“@moups collected about the speaker as 


dividually in good old fashioned ministerial 
fashion. They blockaded him at every turn 
and enthusiastically praised his discourse. 

“I have been a Baptist for thirty years,’’ 
said one ardent member of the audience to

The subject of his address was “‘The Church 
@nd the Free People.” He traced in a 
pictorial and brief manner the origin and

Says Baptists Are Liberal. 
He said he would rather solve the problem 


ght of God’s earth, and 
air, and sea, and sky than to do any other 
service to the world. 

In discussing inner freedom, he spoke of 
gelf-mastery, so that one’s own will should 
be as true as steel. In connection with this 
he said the religious world could logically 
hold only one of two positions. either ‘that 
of the Roman Catholic church, with its 
doctrine of infallibility of the pope 
and authoritative dogma, or that of 
free religion. He took the latter position, 
saying that although a man has no right to 
be a pope for any other man, he has a right 
to be his own pope. 

He said the historic position of Baptists 
was the right of a man to his own soul, that 
there could be no heresy ina Baptist church, 
for the reason that there was no creed sub- 
scription there; that there was no creed sub- 
scription, for the reason that there was no 
formal creed; and that there was no formal 
creed, because the basic principle of Bap- 
tists is the right of private interpretation of 
the scriptures, freedom of thought and of 
conscience. 


Criticises Myers’ “‘Bitterness.”’ 

A prominent follower of Prof. Foster de- 
mounced the Rev. Mr. Myers for his bitter 
interviews given out. 

“ There is no doubt that Dr. Myers has lost 
more supporters than he has gained,” said 
this member of the conference. ‘‘ His muck- 
raking statements have antagonized a great 
many of the ministers who above all desire 
peace within their ranks. Prof. Foster has. 
built up a bigger number of sympathizers 

than he had before. He has answered Dr. 
Myers’ criticisms with dignity and effective- 
ness. He has convinced all with his logic and 
' Won the hearts of all with his earnestness.”’ 


. Milburn Defends Foster. 

The cause of Prof. Foster was argued in 
Mande! hall by the Rev. Joseph Milburn of 
Piymouth Congregational church. The Rev. 
Mr. Milburn, who preached the baccalaureate 
@#ermon before the graduating class of the 
University of Chicago, arraigned as narrow- 
est of the narrow those who hold to the right 
to oust a man from any organization because 
he insists on freedom of thought and speech. 

The Rev. Mr. Milburn took exception to 
Prof: Foster’s views, but added that this does 
pot affect the issue. 

“T believe in the miraculous Christ, but 
respect the view of any man who does not,”’

no right, the church hae no right, the city has 
no right to impose its views on any man with 
reverence in his soul. This world is large.

The Rev. W. A. Bartlett in First Congre- 
ational church, discussed “ Prof. Foster 
and His Book,’ declaring Foster to be a 
Unitarian and not a Baptist.

REPLY TO UNJUST TALK. 


Attorney General Stead Rules 
Ettelson Text Book Bill 
Unconstitutional. 


Mayor Busse has not interfered with his ap- 
pointees on the board of education. When 
he named well known men: ae school trustees 
he told them that he placed reliance on their 
ability and good citizenship and that they 
would mot be worried by any meddling. Mem- 
bers of the board agreed yesterday he has 
kept his word. 

Consequently the effort to spread a report 


its own untruth. . 

A majority of the members of the board 
were indignant at the report, which they 
said was being circulated solely to harm the 
mayor. They were unanimous in declaring 
that so long as Mr. Busse has been the mayor 
he has never shown the slightest inclination 
to interfere wtih school board affairs. 

“We are trying to run the schools to the 
best of our ability,”’ said President Otte C. 
Schneider, “ and I want to say right now that 
Mayor Busse has not had anything at all to 
do with school matters, other than making 
appointments to the board. He never has 
had one word to say about how the schools 
should be run.” 

“It is also untrue that Mayor Busse asked 
certain school board members to quit be- 
cause of their friendliness to former Supt. 
Cooley,” declared one of the school officials, 
who is thoroughly conversant with the affairs 
of the board. “I know absolutely that he 
never has asked any member to resign, nor 
has he ever brought any influence whatever 
to bear to get one of them to quit.” 


Hits Text Book Bill. 

The Ettelson schocl text book bill, which 
recently passed both houses of the general 
assembly by practically unanimous votes, is 
unconstitutional and should not become a 
law, according to the formal opinion trans- 
mitted during the day by Attorney General 
Stead to Gov. Deneen. 

The opinion is a lengthy one and covers 
every point which the publishers of schoo! 
books had contended was illegal. In the 
main the attorney general declares the bill 
is class legislation, because it does not fix 
maximum prices to be paid for all books that 
are used in the schools Of the state. 

The books and prices which the bill de- 
creed should be paid for them start with 
the primer and end with a civics book. Noth- 
ing is said in the measure about books on 
botany, geometry, English history, zoblogy, 
Latin, algebra, or any of the other studies 
that form the largest part of the high schoo! 
course. Because the bill legislates only on 
elementary school books the attorney gen- 
eral declares it is class legislation and un- 
constitutional. ~ 


Stead’s Opinion of Bill. 
In the first place the title of the bill is 
wrong, declares the attorney general, be- 
cause the words ‘free public schools” or 
* public schogls’’ are not used in a restrict- 
ed. or qualifying sense, and therefore clearly 
embraces the high school in which “ it is 
common knowledge that algebra, Latin, 
German, French, and chemistry are taught.” 
On this the opinion says: 
“If this bill contained a proviso that cer- 
tain publishers of public school text books, 
used in the free schools—to wit: the publish- 
ers of histories of Illinois and botanies, 
should be exempt from the provisions of the 
act, no lawyer and few laymen would fora 
moment contend that the bill was unconsti- 
tutional. Whether a bill, in express terms, 
exempts certain members of a class or 
whether by its terms applies to certain 
members of a class only, makes absolutely 
no difference in principle. 
‘The bill protects the purchaser of a 
primer by fixing a maximum retall price. It 
does not protect the purchaser of a history 
of Illinols."’ 
The opinion of Attorney General Stead, 
while causing dismay to those persons who 
worked in the interest of the bill at Spring- 
field, did not surprise President Schneider 
of the school board and others who have be- 
lieved that the measure, even if it were 
signed by Gov. Deneen, would never succeed 
in passing the scrutiny of the courts.

| First Precinct Police Get Fine 


Quarters at 274 Madison. 


History of Wanderings ot Down Town 
: Peace Keepers. 


This is moving day for the beauty squad of 
the Chicago police department. 

The new quarters will be at 274 Madison 
street, between Market and the river. Be- 
sides the beauty squad about 400 other po- 
licemen will participate in the flitting, for 
the entire force of the First precinct is to 
change quarters. 

The new home of Inspector Lavin's “ fin- 
est’ is a four story building that has been 
remodeled at an expense of about $100,000. 
It has a gymnasium, shower baths, reading 
and smoking room, and a spacious floor for 
the beauty squad to drillin. The dormitory 
is ay ventilated and contains twenty-five 
beds 


This move of the First precinct police, ac- 
cording to Capt. Gibbons, is the seventh or 
eighth in the last twenty years. 

*“We have changed quarters so y 
times,’ said the captain, “ that I really have 
forgotten the exact number.”’ 


Had Well Known Commanders. 

Many of the best known men in the police 
department at one time or another have 
commanded the First precinct or central 
detail squad, as it was called in the old 
days. Away back in 1890, during the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Cregier, Alex Ross. 
then a lieutenant, was in charge of the 
squad. Later. he became assistant chief. 
and died soon after his retirement from the 
force twelve years ago. 

The late Inspector John E. Fitzpatrick 
commanded the squad at one time, and so 
did Inspector Edward Laughlin and Capt. 
‘** Al” Dutton, both of whom are dead. For- 
mer Captains Charles Larson and John 
Byrnes also were in charge of the squad in 
the old days when its home was on the lake 
front. 

In 1891 the squad's quarters were changed 
from the second floor of the old city hall to 
the first. Here the bluecoats who guard the 
downtown crossings remained about one 
year. It ia recalled by Capt. Gibbons that 
George Ade, who.came up from Indiana 
about that time, used to do night police re- 
porting and tell funny stories to the detail 
** coppers.” : 


Move to Old Battery D. 

In 1892 the squad moved to old Battery D 
on the lake front. Five or six years later 
it changed quarters and occupied @ part of 
the old Times building at Fifth avenue and 
Washington street. 

Another move was made back to the city 
hall in February, 1907. Health Commissioner 
Whalen ousted the squad and once more it 
returned to the Times building. There it 
has remained ever. since. 

The new quarters are the most commodious 
that the squad has ever had. Inspector 
Lavin and Capt. Gibbons will have offices 
fitted with up to date furniture.

He 
left a note which leads the police to believe 
that Hudd attempted to commit suicide. He 
is not expected to live. 

Walter Eckberg, 21 years old, attempted 
to commit suicide in the North Shore Ath- 
letic association rooms, 130 Clybourn avenue, 
by drinking poison.

“SKINNY” A STRIKE BREAKER 


Madden Plans to Replace Union 
Elevator Constructors. 


SCHEME TO PUNISH ENEMIES

Strikes at Organization Which Would 
Not Hail Him as ‘‘Czar.” 


Methods of Martin B. (* Skinny "") Madden 
as a ‘labor leader,’’ convicted with two of 
his chief lieutenants of extortion in con- 
nection with the calling and settling of 
strikes, were revealed yesterday through an 
announcement that a conference wil! be held 
today between officials of the Otis Elevator 
company and Madden's business agents in 
the various crafts affiliated with the As- 
sociated Building Trades 

The object of the conference; as given out 
by Madden's lieutenants, is to ‘* define lines 
of jurisdiction ’’ between various trades to 
be employed in the construction of elevators. 
In reality the meeting is called for the pur- 
pose of supplying the Otis concern with 
*“‘ union strike breakers "’ and to break up the 
Elevator Constructors’ union, the members 
of which have been on strike against the 
Otis concern since May 1. 

Madden's plan is to place machinists, 
steantfitters, architectural iron workers, and 
electricians in the places vacated by the 
striking elevator constructors and thus 
break the strike. This is the method adopted 
to punish an organization, the officers and 
members of which decline to affiliate with 
“ Czar Skinny’s’’ Associated Building Trades 
and obey his ukase blindly. 


Something in It for “Skinny.” 

The scheme places Madden in the category 
of strike-breaking agents. It is charged open- 
ly by the officials of the Elevator Con- 
structors’ union, which has a charter from 
the American Federation of Labor, that 
there will be “‘ something in it’ for ‘‘ Skin- 
ny” and his coterie if they carry the scheme 
through. 

The strikers demand a raise from $4.50 to 
$5.50 a day. A compromise of $5 a day has 
been offered by the employers and reftised by 
the strikers. Officials of the Otis company 
notified the officers of the union that unless 
the compromise be accepted an agreement 
will be made with ‘‘ Skinny’’ Madden and 
the various trades under the “ labor czar's ”’ 
control. 

Madden is trying out his scheme on the new 
La Salle hotel, where he has placed machin- 
ists at work on elevator construction, con- 
necting pumps and other work, which the 
national! officers of all building trades unions 
have awarded as a “ specialty ’’ to the ele- 
vator constructors. The strikers say Mad- 
den and his gang defy the mandates of na- 
tional and international! labor officials. 

An appeal! to the executive council! of the 
American Federation of Labor has been 
made by the Elevator Constructors’ union 
and the whole question will be taken up by 
the council in New York today. It is doubt- 
ful. however, that the strikers will get much 
relief, as “ Skinny ’’ Madden and several of 
his organizations have been expelled from 
the national labor federation. 


Women Musicians for Pardde. 

A woman's brass band or other musical 
organization (strictly union) will bea feature 
of the next Labor day parade, if the plan 
of the officers of the Women’s Trade Union 
league is carried through. At a meeting of 
the league held in the afternoon at 275 
La Salle street, Mrs. Raymond Robins, pres- 
ident of the organization, announced that 
the women’s section of the parade will be 
headed by a troupe of women musicians. 

“The musicians must be members of the 
Musicians’ union,’’ said she. “ Nothing else 
will go with us.” 

Miss Agnes Nestor told of the work done 
by the women’s lobby in the interest of the 
ten hour bill for women, saying the strongest 
opposition to the measure came from the 
laundry proprietors of the state. Raymond 
Robins made a plea to organized labor to 
form more effective labor lobbies. > 
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CLELAND URGES LAW CHANGES 


Sends List of Seven Recommenda- 
tions to Supreme Court. 


UPHOLDS PROBATION SYSTEM 


Tells Justices That Violation of City 
Ordinances Is Not ‘Criminal Offense.’ 


Judge McKenzie Cleland made public last 
night a set of seven recommendations which 
he will forward to the Illinois Supreme court 
proposing changes in the existing statutes 
of the commonwealth. The state constitu- 
tion calls for recommendations from judges. 
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Naturally, Judge Cleland heads the list of 
seven propositions with the recommendation 
of a law for the legalization of the adult 
probation system, placed in operation by 
Judge Cleland whenever Chief Justice Olson 
and the rest of the Municipal court judges 
werent looking. Judge Cleland tells the 
Supreme court that if the probation idea is 
good for persons under 18 it is good for those 
over that age. 

He also tells the justices that the violation 
of a city ordinance is not a ‘‘criminal offense” 
and is no evidence of criminal tendency on 
the part of the accused, Therefore, he sug- 
gests that judgeés-.of the Municipal court be 
enabled to release persons’ from liability to 
a jail sentence because of inability to pay a 
money judgment. 

Crimes Should Be Reported. 

Judge Cleland speaks particularly of the 
prevailing system whereby private individ- 
uals have it largely in their power to push 
or stop a prosecution for violation of a law. 
Says Judge Cleland: “The law should re- 
quire all persons having knowledge of a 
violation of the law to report the same tothe 
public prosecutor.and it should be made his 
duty to thereupon institute such proceed- 
ings as will result in the unprejudiced prose- 
cution of the offender.’ se 

Judge Cleland thinks that the Municipal 
court of Chicago should be permitted to as- 
sess judgments in cases where the accused 
pleads guilty on preliminary hearing in the 
Municipal court, rather than to bind him 
over to the grand jury. 


Urges Humane Employment. 

Modern and humane employment of pris- 
oners is the sixth recommendation. 

Judge Cleland thinks that the legisla- 
ture does too much business during the wind- 
up hours of the legislative session. He sug- 
gests that an amendment to the censtitution 
be obtained limiting the number of bills 
which may be passed during any one day. 

Judge Cleland’s recommendations will 
reach the Supreme justices this morning.

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TO PRISON TODAY 


Sheriff Arranges for Removal 
of Former Judge as Soon 


as Law Requires. 
MUST GO LIKE ANY MAN. 


Special Consideration Is Out of 
the Question, Declares 
| Strassheim. 


Out on the shore of Pistakee lake Sheriff 
Christopher Strassheim yesterday read the 
story of the refusal of Gov. Deneen and the 
state board of pardons to grant clemency 
to Abner Smith, former judge of the Cir- 
cult court, convicted of wrecking the Bank 
of America of which he was president. Im- 
mediately the sheriff began consideration of 
plane for taking the former jurist to Jollet 
to begin serving his sentence in the pent- 
tentiary. | 

The sheriff said that this morning he will 
telephone to Assistant Sheriff Henry Spears, 
who is chief deputy in the absence of Charles 
W. -Peters, who is in New York, to look for 
the official notification of the action of the 
governor and the pardon board, which is 
expected to be waiting in. the sheriff's office 
in the county building. Upon receiving it, 
Mr. Spears will telephone to former Judge 
Smith the formal notification of the refusal 
to grant clemency and tell him to prepare 
to go to the penitentiary. 


First News from the Papers. 

“ The first I knew of the decision was when 
I read of it in the paper,” said Sheriff Strass- 
heim at Pistakee lake in the afternoon. “‘ I’m 
going to get busy by phone with Spears the 
first thing in the morning and then hurry 
into town. By the time I reach my office 
Smith will have been notified, so that, if it 
ls unquestionably legal to do so, I can take 
him to Joliet on a train in the afternoon. 

“ However, I shall ask legal advice first. 
You see, the reprieve that was granted while 
Smith’s case was pending before the pardon 
board does not expire until midnight Mon- 
day night, and a technicality might be in- 
volved were I to take the former judge to 
the penitentiary before its expiration. I am 
not certain whether the decision of the gov- 
ernor and the board of pardons terminates 
the reprieve. Unless I receive a definite 
statement from the governor on this point I 
may wait until Tuesday to take Mr. Smith 
down. 


” 
Must Go as Others Do. 

“It has been suggested that to avoid the 
humiliation of being taken to the penitentiary 
in custody, Mr. Smith may slip quietly down 
to Joliet and telephone you to meet him 
there at the penitentiary with the commit- 
ment papers and receive his formal surren- 
der,’” said the questioner. “Inasmuch as 
you are sheriff of Cook county and your 
sphere of jurisdiction is Cook county, and 
this is a Cook county case, would it be legal 
for the sheriff of Cook county to receive the 
surrender of a Cook county prisoner in Will 
county? Might not such a procedure open 
a way for a contest on the score of techni- 
cality?°’ 

“I don’t know, but I don’t Intend to take 
any chances,” said Sheriff Strassheim in 
reply. ‘‘I think he ought to surrender here 
in Chicago, as other persons do who get in 
unfortunate predicaments similar to his. I 
am frankly sorry that it becomes my duty to 
take Mr. Smith to prison, but I cannot see 
that he is entitled to being ‘slipped’ into 
the penitentiary in any evasive way. It is 
my stand that when a man is convicted in the 
courts here and has to go to the penitentiary 
the public should know of his going there.”’ 


Smith Considers Next Move. 

At his house in Aldine square the convicted 
man argued with himeelf over the feasibility 
of making an application this morning for 
a writ of habeas corpus on the grounds that 
the state lost jurisdiction over him during 
the period that Sheriff Strassheim kept him 
out of prison before he received the authority 
of the governor to do so informal form. The 
great stumbling block that presented Itself 
to such a procedure was the fact that the Su- 
preme court in finally ordering the sentence 
to the penitentiary to be carried out, issued 
a mandate by means of which it retained 
jurisdiction over the prisoner

finance or trade which may come to their at- 
tention. 

. Besides recommending this legislation the 
president will urgently recommend reforms 
in coastwise shipping laws and the passage 
of the ship subsidy bil] in order to improve 
the mail and commercial communications 
with South American countries! Australasia, 
and China, and with the dependencies of the 
United States in the Pacific ocean. The na- 
tional council has committees studying the 
subject and other committees investigating 
the domestic waterways, natural resources, 
and foreign commerce. 
Mr. Straus, who will! sail in a few days for 
Constantinople, where he will present his 
credentials as ambassador from the United 
States, has written a letter to the national 
chamber of commerce in which he has pro- 
posed not only the cotperation of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor with com- 
merce but with labor also. 
h regard to commerce he says that indus- 
try has been always the chief concern of en- 
lightened nations and especially has this 
been true under governments which insured 
the fullest measure of liberty to the individ- 
ual and guaranteed rights of property. Ear- 
lier exports of the United States, he said, 
were principally of tobacco and cotton, to 
which in later years, with opening of the 
west, were added staple food supplies. We 
have arrived within the last three decades 
at a third stage of our commercial! develop- 
ment, the extended manufacture of the fin- 
ished product, principally from the raw ma- 
terial with which our country is specially 
favored. 


Sees Need for Mutuality. 


“Properly to develop this third stage of 
our commerce in the markets of the world,” 
observed Mr. Straus, ‘“‘we must adopt a 
policy of practical wisdom based upon that 
great underlying trade principle, mutuality. 
If we build a wall around our country so 
high as to shut out imports it will as surely 
as night follows day materially shut in our 
exports. And again, if we wish to extend 
our commerce and cultivate perma- 
nent good relations with our sister republics 
of South America, with a population of 70,- 
000,000 andea rapidly growing foreign trade, 
now amounting to $2,000,000,000, of which at 
present we have only about 23 per cent, we 
must first and foremost have better shipping 
and postal facilities. We cannot get our 
proper share of that commerce if freight, 
passengers, and mails are carried in foreign 
ships twice across the Atlantic. This is not 
a political but purely a commercial question.’ 
Mr. Straus refers to the proposal! of the last 
administration to extend the benefit of the 
existing postal subsidy act to ships of sixteen 
knots and over sailing to Pacific and South 
American ports. He continues: 
‘‘ While our leading commercial rivals treat 
purely commercial! questions from a commer- 
cial standpoint, we persist in treating such 
questions from a political and partisan 
standpoint. Whatever justification there 
may have been in years past for such an un- 
businesslike attitude towards actual busi- 
ness questions, the extension of manufactur- 
ing. formerly confined to the northern and 
eastern states, throughout the south and 
west, has unified and nationalized our eco- 
nomic interests. 


“Solid South Has Vanished.” 


“There is no longer a ‘ solid south,’ cer- 
tainly not commercially, and when this Is 
fully realized, as it is now beginning to be 
understood. there can no longer be a ‘ solid 
south’ politically. Unifying influences of 
economic interests of our country are fast 
obliterating not only sectional but alsostate 
lines in respect to all questions that affect 
the commerce and industries of our people 
as a whole.”’ 
Mr. Straus has called attention to the fact 
that our commerce is dependent upon the 
orderly conduct of our industries and that 
our industries can only thrive when cap- 
ital and labor are in relations of mutual 
accord, The organization of the department 
of commerce and labor was due to the far- 
seeing statesmanship of former President 
Roosevelt and it was predicated upon pro- 
moting the best interests of labor as well as 
capital.

SEES GOOD DONE BY THEM. 


His Holiness Praises Catholics for Aid 
Shown Quake Sufferers.

ROME, June 18.—The pope gave an audi- 
ence in the Consistora] hall at noon today to 
the bishops, alumni, and students of the 
American college. His holiness, accompan- 
fed by Bishop Kennedy, rector of the col- 
lege, and followed by other bishops, went 
round the hall and gave his hand to be 
kissed by everybady. 

Then, when he was enthroned, Bishop Ken- 
nedy presented Father Wall, preaident of 
the association of the alumni, who read an 
address of homage, devotion, and gratitude 
to the pope for his interest in the welfare 
of the college, which he had shown by his 
elevation of Bishop Kennedy to the episco- 
pate and in other ways. 


Sees Good Done in America. 

The pope replied that the presence of so 
many members of the American episcopate 
and clergy afforded him great consolatidén. 
He recalled the good done by the college to 
the cause of Catholicism in America through 
priests trained in Rome. 

He praised the live faith of American Cath- 
olics. They had, he said, shown piety, at- 
tachment, and generosity to the holy see, 
which, on the occasion of the recent earth- 
quake, had enabled him to aid their suffering 
brethren. He added that he rejoiced at the 
great development of Catholicism in Amer- 
ica, which was evidenc by churches, 
schools, Catholic universifies, and charita- 
ble institutions. :

ON TRAIL OF ISLAND REBRLS 


Troops Pursue Mutineers Into the 
Mountains of Mindanao, 


BRIGADIERGENERAL TOLEAD 


Acting Gov Gen. Forbes Still Has 
Faith in Constabulary. 


MANILA. June 14.—Brig. Gen. Harry H. 


Bandholtz, chief of the Philippines constab- 


ulary, who is on a tour of inspection in the 
island of Jolo. will at once proceed to Davao, 
Mindanao island, the scene of the mutiny of 
Second company of the native constabulary. 

Bandholtz will assume personal command 
of the constabulary forces sent in pursuit of 
the mutineers. The insular government is 
determined to make an example of the mu- 
tinous Visayans, who fled to the mountaip 
fastnesses in the interior with their rifles 
and equipments, and the pursuit will be 
pressed with the utmost vigor until the last 
of the mutineers has been captured. Several 
columns of troops, both regular and con- 
stabulary, are in the field. 

Acting Gov. Gen. Forbes, who returned to- 
day from the province of Pampanga and soon 
was in conference with Maj, Gen. William 
Duvall, commanding the division of the Phil- 
ippines, said: 

‘‘ This affair, deplorable as it seems to have 
been, has not changed my opinion of the na- 
tive constabulary nor my belief in the general 
excellency and loyalty of the force. Judg- 
ment must be reserved until we receive fur- 
ther details of the mutiny and the causes that 
brought it about.”’ 

No additional details of the mutiny have 
been received. No telegraph connects with 
Davao. The only communication is by steam- 
er from Zambonga, a naval station on the 
extreme southwestern point of Mindanao, or 
from Melabang. There are no indications of 
any extensive military plans, aside from the 
ordering of several detachments to follow 
the mutineers. 


JAP STRIKE LEADERS HELD 
ON CHARGES OF CONSPIRACY. 


Plot to Riot Laid Against Twelve in 
Hawali, While Three Must Answer 
Graver Allegations. 


HONOLULU, June 13.—Fifteen of the Jap- 
anese strike leaders arrested yesterday were 
given a preliminary hearing today. District 
Judge W. L. Whitney held twelve of them 
for trial on charges of conspiring to riot 
and three for conspiracy to murder. 

The authorities declare the evidence ad- 
duced before the grand jury yesterday and 
the papers secured in the Japanese Higher 
Wage association raid furnish abundant 
grounds for the belief that the strikers in- 
tended to resort to intimidation and violence 
in their effort to control the sugar industry 
and eventually the en affairs of the 
territory,

FLAG DAY. 

Flag day is observed with greater con- 
sideration with each passing year. On 
June 14, 1777, the continental congress 
voted that the flag of the thirteen United 
States should consist of thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white, the union being 
thirteen stars, white in a blue field, rep 
resenting a new constellation. In 1794, 
Vermont and Kentucky having been ad- 
mitted to the union, it was voted that a 
new stripe and a new star for each 
should be added. The apparent design 
was to continue this process of addition as 
new states came in. 

In 1818, however, Tennessee, Ohio, 
Louisiana, Indiana, and Mississippi _hav- 
ing joined the union, with Illinois, . Ala- 
bama, and Missouri knocking at the door, 
it was decided to alter the arrangement. 
that year it was voted that the stripes 
should be thirteen only, recalling the 
“original thirteen,” while the union 
should have one star added to it with the 
admission of each new state, the follow- 
ing Fourth of July being the date of ad- 
dition in each instance. 

In that form the flag of the United 
States, “Old Glory,” as it has lovingly 
been called, has become. familiar to the 
people of all nations. It has been car- 
ried around the globe by the battle fleet 
of a world power. It has been followed 
with devotion by thousands of soldiers. It 
has stirred the loftiest sentiment of those 
who have lived beneath its protecting 
folds. 

To the American citizen it stands fo: 
sovereignty. And sovereignty to him 
means more than it does té the citizen of 
almost every other country, because it ‘is 
vested in the people themselves rather 
than in some individual who claims it by 
right of birth, or divine will, or conquest 
in war. The flag is an inspiration in 
times of difficulty and danger. It makes 
strong appeal to the spirit of loyalty. {t 
segves as an imperative call to duty, The 
anxious questioning of Francis Scott Key 
until the dawn’s early light and the fierca 
fight@ig of the soldier in the last rally 
about the standard have common birth. 

It is a worthy idea, this one of a flag 
day. Every citizen who can should ob- 
serve it by displaying: the star& and 
stripes at his bome. The flag should be 
geen on all public buildings and busineas 
houses on the 132d anniversary of its 
adoption. It is used for decorative pur- 
poses on all gala occasions. It means so 
much to the American people that it has 
a right to claim one day for itself alone 
rather than to, be’ merely the accompani- 
ment of other holiday rejoicing. 


THE CONTRACT DOCTOR. 

At the recent session of the American 
Academy of Medicine the contract sys- 
tem of practice was strongly urged by 
several eminent practitioners. It was ex- 
tolled as being twice blessed. It would 
help the poor man, who, through dread 
of doctor’s bills, does not call in the phy- 
sician until disease is beyond easy cure. 
It would provide a small but sure income 
for the struggling young doctor. 

Under the contract system the head of 
a family would pay a doctor an annual 
6um in small monthly installments. He 
would get tm return the services of the 
doctor in case of slight as well as serious 
iliness. With such an arrangement the 
, doctor would be called in at the begin- 
ning, and there would not be so much 
serious sickness. There would not be so 
many of the heavy medical bills which 
poor men find it hard to pay, and which 
the doctor often finds it impossible to col- 
lect. Some who hardly ever need a doctor 
would lose by this arrangement. The ma- 
jority would save money by it in the long 
run. , 
Coal mining companies: and some other 
large employers of labor have occasionally 
hired a physician to look after their em- 
ployés, and. then collected a certain sum 
from their wages to pay him. It was 
often a good arrangement for the men 
but they complained sometimes that they 
were charged too much and had no yaice 
in the selection of a doctor. Wnder the 
contract system a wage earner can pick 
Gut any doctor he fancies, and if they can 
agree on terms he can take out what 
may be called health insurance for a year 

It would not be a bad idea for a wage- 
worker who had nobody but himself to 
care for to make such a bargain. His 
health is his capital, and, he should do 
what he can to prevent its impairment. 
If he have a wife and children the preser- 
vation of their health is a matter of con- 
cern to him because of natural affection 
and because sickness is such a devourer 
of wages. The wage earners ought to 
give the contract system a trial. They 
would find numbers of young doctors only 
too glad to work for them. 


A NEW TREATY WITH JAPAN. 

The Japanese government ‘has notified 
the American government of its inten- 
tion to terminate the treaty of commerce 
and navigation of 1894, and of its desire 
to negotiate a new one. That would not 
be a dificult matter if there were no Pa- 
cific coast states. They have a Japa- 
nese labor fright which does not exist east 
of the Rocky mountains to disturb them. 
So a treaty which would be acceptable 


vasion they otight not to care much how 
they are protected. At this moment their 
guardian angel is the Japanese govern- 
ment, which has put its foot down on the 
emigration to the United States of labor- 
ers who are its subjects. Its orders that 
they should not come here have been 
quite as effective as any exclusion law 
could have been, During the last ten 
months none has come, 

There is no greater folly than senseless 
distrust. It is not to the interest of Japan 
to promote emigration to the United 
States. It wants its laborers to settle in 
Corea and Manchuria. Therefore, it is 
a reasonable presumption that if a treaty 
with Japan which did not contain the 
provision objected to by the Japanese 
government were ratified that government 
would adhere to the policy it has been car- 
rying out so effectively of late. It knows 
that policy is pleasing to the United 
States, and it wishes to be on good terms 
with the United States. 

The west coast senators shquld not op- 
pose the ratification of a new treaty with 
Japan; even if there should _be no mgntion 
in it of Japanese laborers. 


BRIDEWELL POLICIES. 

There are sharp differences of opinion 
among those who have to deal with crim- 
inals. Some keep uppermost the punish- 
ment for the crime and the protection of 
the community from recurrent danger by 
the incarceration of the offender. They 
have much to support their contentions, 
and perhaps represent the larger constit- 
uency when they insist on strict disci- 
pline and rigid adherence to regulations 
designed to make punishment severe. 

There are others who recognize the im- 
portance of punishment and appreciate 
the need of protection to the commuhity 
against the evil acts of the criminal. But 
they like, also, to think of the possibility 
of saving individuals to better citizenship 
through an appeal to natural instincts by 
means of kindness and friendliness. They 
seek to reform while punishing. They 
hope to prevent the recurrence of crime 
by making the offender see his mistakes 
and by opening before him a chance for 
a different sort of life. 

There are dangers in their position. 
They are liable to imposition ffom the 
unworthy. They may fail to understand 
those in whom they take great interest. 
Real harm to the-community may result 
from their acts of kindness to those who 
deceive them or perhaps fail to carry out 
well meant plans for.reform. When 
such a result follows relaxation of pun- 
ishment or misplaced trust the advocates 
of the- other policy are strengthened in 
their position. 

There is anotper side. The appeal to 
the heart sometimes wins. And if an of- 
fender because of the appeal to his heart 
does reform and does try to atone for past 
faults by honest living the community 
should be thankful and should not 
scoff because some hardened criminal] 
for whom there is no safe place 
except behind the bars was not affected 
by such appeals. In the administration of 
the jail Mr. Whitman won the. support 
of many people throughout the country 
who learned to trust him and to believe in 
his methods. When he went to the bride- 
well as superintendent these friends had 
high hopes that he might be able to better 
conditions there. They will be gratified 
if he is givén every possible chance to 
work out his theories. Even if he finds it 
impossible to accomplish all he may de- 
sire there are many citizens who think 
rhim-a safe man to be trusted with such 
responsibilities.

The arigtocracy of the sawdust ring orig- 
inated in the early days of the English cir- 
cus, when it was little more than a troupe 
of strolling ackyobats.

and she possessed, at any rate during the 
early years of their marriage, superb voices, 
which rendered them in great demand at re- 
ligious gatherings. 

Through his grandmother, Corisande de 
Gramont of the French duca] house of Gra- 
mont, Lord Tankervillé is a descendant on 
the left hand of Henry of Navarre, king of 
France, and Chillingham castle, his ancestral 
home in Northumberland, is celebrated far 
and wide for its herd of wild cattle, white in 
hue and the only survivors of the great herds 
of wild cattle which In olden times, long 
prior to the Norman conquest, roamed over 
the British fslands. During the lifetime of 
the late Lord Tankerville, King Edward. 
then prince of Wales, narrowly escaped los- 
ing his life through a charge of one of the 
wild bulls, while out shooting at Chilling- 
ham, the superb head and horns now figur- 
ing on the walls of Sandringham and serv- 
ing to recall to the king what he always 
declares to have been his narrowest shave 
frém death.

Young Lord Leven and Melville, who suc- 
ceeded some three years ago to the honors 
and vast fortune of his father, well known 
in this country as the chief of a couple of old 
established Anglo-American banking insti- 
tutions in London, has just purchased the 
beautiful Kirtlington estate in Oxfordshire, 
the ancestral home of Sir George Dash- 
wood. The latter must not be confounded 
with his distant kinsman, Sir John Dash- 
wood of West Wycombe park, in Bucking- 
hamshire, although he is descended from 
the same stock. ‘ 

The Dashwoods are an old Dorsetshire 
family which flourished in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth and the fortunes of which may 
be said to have been founded by George 
Dashwood; Turkey merchant and alder- 
man of the city of London, in the reign of 
James I. From him are descended the Dash- 
woods of West Wycombe and the Dashwoods 
of Kirtlington, the baronetcy of the former 
dating, from 1707, whereas that of the Ox- 
fordshire Dashwoods was created by King 
James iI. 

Among the Dashwoods of West Wycombe 
was the Sir Francis Dashwood of unsavory 
memory who desecrated Medmenham ab- 
bey, through the foundation there of the 
infamous “ Hell Fire club,”’ who flourished 
as chancellor of the exchequer, and died as 
Lord de Despencer, and whose mausoleum 
at West Wycombe has been repeatedly 
broken fnto by vandals and subjected to the 
most ghoulish desecration, the last outrage 
of this kind having been committed as re- 
cently as three years ago. Nof have the 
perpetrators ever been discoveredior brought 
to justice, in spite of the larg¢ rewards 


offered for their arrest.

The Kirtlington estate is one of the “most 
important and beautiful in Oxfordshire. ex- 
tends over several thousand acres, and in 
ancient times belonged to the reigning house, 
both John of Gaunt and Henry V. having 
made their homethere. The present mansion 
was built at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, contains notable examples of Grin- 
ling Gibbons’ carvings, and has an apart- 
ment called “the monkey room,” in conse- 
quence of the painted ceiling, by Clare- 
mont. on which are portrayed a number of 
monkeys engaged in field sports. 
only one other ceiling of the sort in exist- 
ence, and it was painted by the same artist. 
in the fishing lodge of Monkey island, on the 
Thames, near Taplow, for the then duke of 
Marlborough. 

Young Lord Leven recently came into the 
public eye through his presentation to the 
king of a sum of some $150,000 for use in the 
arrangement of a chapel of the Knights of 
the Scottish Order of the Thistle’ in the 
cathedral of St. Giles at Edinburgh. His 
father had left a similar amount by will, to 
be employed in the reconstruction of the 
Holyrood chapel of the Knights of the 
Thistle. But it was decided that it would 
be an act of vandalism to touch the pic- 
turesque ruins of Holyrood or to attempt 
their restoration. So the bequest was de- 
clined, and consequently annulled by the 
executors. 

When, however, young Lord Leven heard 
that a proposal was on foot to conv@?t a 
portion of St. Giles’ cathedral into a chapel 
for the Order of the Thistle he at once placed 
at the disposal of the King, as a gift of his 
own, the money which his father had been 
willing to spend on Holyrood. He is, like hig 
father and grandfather before him, a bank- 
er, has a suburban home in London, at Roe- 
hampton, and a place in Scotland, but unti! 
now had no English gountry seat.

FIND LOG OF PAUL JONES. 


Relic of Warship Ranger, First to Fly 
Flag in Face of Britons, 
Discoveréd. 


, 

Boston, Mass., June 13.—[Speciel. !—To- 
morrow, “‘ Flag day," will become memora- 
ble in the historical annals of the national 
emblem through the discovery of the log of 
Paul Jones’ ship of war, Ranger, the first 
vessel to fly the American flag in the eyes of 
the Britons. 

This. log was found among many relics left . 
by the late Erastus Perry Jewell of Laconia, 
N. H., a lawyer, scholar, and collector, whe 
died a few days ago. It is the property 4f

The beginning of the log appears to be in 
the handwriting of Capt. Jones himself, as 
it bears a resemblance to a facsimile of a.

It is 
couched so modestly that it does not give ce- 
tails, but enough is shown to warrant such 
a conclusion. The log proves conclusively 
that Capt. Jones chased every ship insight 
with the new Ranger, which was among the 
swiftest of vessels. His prizes were taken 
to Portsmouth, Boston, and Charieston.

“What men and women need to learn is 
that, because there fs no hypocrisy about it, 
it is more honorable for men and women to 
live together and have children with no pre- 
tense of love, and of course no marriage con- 
tract, than to drag down the holy name of 
God and Jesus Christ and to pollute the altar 
of a Christian church by pretending to enter 
into matrimony soberly and reverently, when 
the only reasons for the union are lust and 
money, and the only object in having a 
church service is to display one’s clothes and 
to conceal the shame for the few years that 
may intervene between the day when the 
bridesmaid pins on the veil and the referee 
of the divorce court tears it Off.’ 


Sees Evil in Nickel Theaters. 

Five cent theaters and much of the so- 
called popular literature of today wee de- 
elared to be baneful in their influence by the 
Rev. Rufus A. White in a sermon in the 
People’s Liberal church on “ The Child Prob- 
le ’?

ome the handicap of a poor start. In Canada 
yihing but excellent reports have been re- 
gived, and outside of unfavorable advices 
som Germany and Hungary the foreign out- 
ok has improved as much as in this coun- 
ty. Rains in Russia and Argentina haveal- 
ged anxiety caused by drought. 


General Situation Less Bullish. 

Aside from the fact that old winter wheat 
socks in this country are undoubtedly lght 
te general situation in wheat does not look 
westrong as it did a few weeks ago. Al- 
thugh the visible supply has decreased rap- 
ily recently the carry over at the end of the 
gop year will probably be as large as last 
mar if the government figures for the last 
gop are accepted as approximately correct, 
@d-present prospects are for as large if 
pt larger crop than last year. 

Europe is getting wheat, moreover, in 
quantities from Argentina, India, and Rus- 
sa, in quantities that will make foreign 
buyers much less dependent on America 
than they bave been for the last few years, 
and pniess there is a substantial readjust- 
ment in prices it is not likely that export 

sales this summer and early fall will be 
anywhere near as large as a year ago. A 
few months ago it was taken for granted 
that old supplies abroad would be so nearly 
depleted by the end of the crop year that 
@mormous purchases of our new crop:wheat 
mould be absolutely necessary. 


World’s Shipments Are Large. 

Bince then Russia has become a big ship. 
per, an@ Argentina and India continue to 
ship at a strenuous pace, getting high prices 
for their wheat. Exports from this country 
last year during August, September, and 
Octob*r were enormous, but it must be taken 
into consideration that the price was much 
lower. Should our values be maintained at 
an arbitrarily high figure based on the theory 
that we are on & domestic consumption ba- 
gis there might be cause for regrets later 
on in the crop year. There is little reason 
to doubt that the old world wheat situation 
is far less engaging from a bullish stand- 
point than it was a few weeks ago. 

A readjustment in cash values which also 
should presage a different basis for the July 
seems imminent. Already at St. Louis the 
exorbitant premiums for No. 2 red are be- 
ginning to melt, and, with new wheat only 
amatter of a few days away, prices com- 
pared to ordinary standards look out of 
line to say the least. 


Weather Will Make Prices. 
The moot question whether July will or will 
mhe an old crop month will soon be de- 
déed and on this hinges largely the question 
a price. Should weather conditions for 
harvest be favorable and thrashing begin 
during the fore part of the month as now 
indicated it is not generally believed that fhe 
pringpal holders of cash wheat would at- 
tempt to hold values at a level that would 
attract abnormal shipments to this market. 
On the coritrary, should inclement weather 
tédard cutting and thrashing, the cash sit- 
vation would be even tighter than in May 
ani prices would work much higher. Lib- 
eal sales of new wheat for July 10 delivery 
have been made.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


Unfavorable weather last week prevented 
a seasonable expansion of the retail trade 
and served to contract the outlet for light- 
weight merchandise and wearing apparel, 
but the business lost to wholesalers on this 
account was largely made up by the aug- 
mented buying for future needs superinduced 
by the well defined upward tendency of 
prices, and as a whole the week's trade in 
wholesale lines was entirely satisfactory. 
Attendance of buyers in dry zoods and other 
merchandise lines was liberal and continued 
to show a substantial increase over the at- 
tendance at this time last year, while the 
general movement of supplies made a larger 
aggregate than a year ago. 

Appreciations made in the price of staple 
dry goods were more general than in any 
previous week in a long time, and the ten- 
dency to limit bookings for future delivery 
and refrain from naming prices far ahead 
was more prominent among mill agents. 
Hence samples of certain lines of domestics 
were withdrawn altogether, while others 
were placed at value. This condition of af- 
fairs seemed to attract buyers and they grew 
more aggressive as the sellers developed 
cautiousness, with the result that many in- 
quiries remained unsatisfied at the finish. 

Comparatively low temperatures were con- 
ducive to a broader consumptive demand 
for canned food products, cereals, dried 
fruits, and coffees, and a gratifying volume 
of spot business was transacted in these 
commodities. Buyers continued averse to 
cover future requirements, however, and 
nearly all the advance business booked came 
from merchants in the interior. Prices in 
all branches of the wholesale grocery trade 
were uniformly strong and appreciations 
followed reports of rétarded and damaged 
crops and of surprisingly small reserves. 

Rising costs of supplies attracted wider 
bookings In pig iron, rails, equipment, brass 
working, and furniture, and all previously 
noted improvements in the iron and steel 
trade and the lumber industry were main- 
tained in their entirety. Forwardings of 
structural steel, wire, merchant iron, and 
planing mill outputs were increased and the 
markets were kept closely cleaned up of 
supplies. 


NEW CHARGES WILL BE MADE 
BY NATIONAL LIFE ATTORNEY. 


Replies to Affidavit of Myers and McEl- 
downey Promised at Master’s Hear- 
ing Today. 


The continued hearing of the suit of the 
National Life Insurance company of the 
United States against Gustav Myers and J. 
Edson McEldowney before Master in Chan- 
cery Siegmund Zeisler today will bring forth 
a renewal of charges against the defend- 
ants by Attorney Louis Stebbins, coungel for 
the insurance company, according to his 
warning yesterday. 

At the hearing.on Saturday Attorney 
Charles H. Aldrich, formerly solicitor gen- 
eral of the United States, now counsel] for 
Myers and McEldowney, presented an affi- 
davit charging the officers of the company 
with manipulation of the books and illegal 
transactions for the benefit of the stock- 
holders rather than the policy holders. 

The affidavit was made in an effort to 
obtain a ruling that the books of the com- 
pany shall be submitted to examination by 
expert accountants to prove the charges of 
insolvency made by Myers and McEldown- 
ey. Attorney Stebbins stated that he will 
file an answering affidavit today in which 
the charges of Mr. Aldrich’s document will 
be returned with interest. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT WARNS 
PEOPLE GOING ON VACATION. 


Reminds Them of Possible Contamina- 
tion of Water and Food at Summer 
Resorts in the Country.

To persons about to take summer vacations 
the city health department has issued its 
annual warning against the danger of con- 
tamination of water and food at summer re- 
sorts in the country. It says: 

“The average summer resort is poorly 
equipped in the way of pure water supply 
and the average farmer who takes summer 
boarders, has a surface well that is sure to 
be seriously polluted. Never drink water 
from a surface well until it has been boiled. 

“Took carefully to the food supply—es- 

pecially milk. See that it does not come in 
contact with files at any time. Flies are 
even a greater menace in the country than 
they are in the city, because the sanitary 
arrangements are less perfect. 
‘*It hasbeen the experience of this depart- 
ment that many hundreds of cases of typhoid 
fever are brought into Chicago each sum- 
mer, especially in the late summer, by peo- 
ple returning from their vacations.”

READING IS A LEADER. 
Money Status Show: Little Change in 
tupply or Demand.

NEW YORK, June 13.—[Special.]—Al- 
though last week was prolific of develop- 
ments of the kind which everywhere are 
recognized as-essential to rising securities 
markets, they nevertheless were greeted on 
the stock exchange with the price movement 
at times unquestionably heavy and at the 
best fitfully strong. 

In themselves such matters as the gov- 
ernment crop report, the promising wheat 
harvest, materially exceeded only five times 
in the last ten years, rush ordérs to steel} 
mills, and the great railroad equipment com- 
panies raising their percentage of productive 
capacity to the highest figure touched since 
the panic era. and the practical elimination 
of surplus stocks of copper, along with an 
advance in the selling price of metal to with- 
in a mere fraction of 14 cents a pound are 
exactly the nutriment desired to sustain the 
advancing stock market and create enthusi- 
asm or at least optimism among business 
men generally. 


Market Follows Reading. 

So far as the effects of last week's devel- 
opments upon sentiment are concerned there 
is, of course, no exact register by which to 
determine this, but it is safe to assume that 
encouragement must have followed Reading. 

It must have been apparent to those who 
have followed the news from the business 
world for some weeks and who have surveyed 
the stock exchange movements during the 
same period that the improvement in the 
industrial situation and in industria! shares 
has been a conspicuous fact. In the first 
five months of the present year $172.600,000 
of industrial securities have been marketed 
by industrial concerns. as against consider- 
ably less than $50,000.000 in the same months 
of 1908. There is a direct relation between 
this financing improvement in the volume of 
business of industriale and their shares on 
the stock exchange, and in the future indus- 
trial department business in the four years 
subsequent to 1898. 


Money Conditions Unchanged. 

Money market conditions last week resem- 
bled almost exactly those of the preceding 
weeks for months. In spite of the great in- 
crease in loans reported on the preceding 
Saturday, with a resultant decrease in sur- 
plus, 2% per cent was the highest quotation 
touched by call money, and funds were read- 
ily obtainable at lower rates.
